And whereas in the Rural Municipalities of this County, 
especially the Tobacco Growing districts, the number of 
laborers who come out from the cities is extremely large, and 
whereas the labourers usually come to the County and work 
through the harvest season which lasts until after Septem: 
ber Ist, then return to the city ; That this Council go on record 
as being opposed to the continuance of such regulations owing 
to the fact that these labourers who are paid good wages 
by the farmers during the summer months, when return 
to the city and request relief, which under present conditions 
must be paid by the rural districts and the relief money 
would all be spent in the cities or towns in which they reside 
during the winter months.

Your Committee will 
make further comment on this when the inspection has been 
completed.

Report of the Reforestation Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—Your Reforestation Committee beg leave to 
report as follows: 


General conditions on the Shellburg plot show a slight 
improvement. The Japanese Larch-Red Pine Section is de- 
veloping exceptionally well. The Spruce-Ash-Cedar Section 
looks considerably better. The White Ash are all alive and 
quite a number are getting away to a good start. That part 
of the property bordering the Ninth Concession Road presents 
the worst picture. If, at any time, conditions were such as 
to permit the construction of a deeper ditch to the east and 
north, this entire section could be adequately drained, and 
successful reforestation of these fifteen or more acres of 
swamp land made possible. 


As per recommendations of November 3rd, 1934, a sum of 
$20.00 should be expended for planting 5000 Red Pine on the 
Bonny Heath property. 


Summary of Recommendations 


t. Morrison Property—(a) That $50.00 be expended on 
tree planting; (b) that the half share of line fence be erected 
at an estimated cost of $90.00; (c) Fire Line maintenance $5.
